Boiled Parsnips. 


The menu for Ash Wednesday, per- 

haps, should contain salt codfish with 
egg sauce and parsnips. One writer 
even lays down the law that the fish 
shall not be dried salt cod, but» that 
which ‘comes especially for the day, 
freshly saltud after being split and 
boned—then packed in barrels with 
salt, 
As to the parsnips: ‘To parboil them | 
saves time in cooking them. To do 
this wash and trim them and put them ' 
into boiling water on the stove and; 
after water bubbles again let boil ten 
minutes; then drain and rub off skins 
of parsnips. After this cover parsnips 
with cold water, brin,; slowly to a boil, 
then cover and cook gently ‘over a 
small amount of fire. 

When the parsnips’ are tender they 
may be cut in quarters lengthwise and 
, fried either in deep fat or in butter. 
Browning the surface brings out the 
peculiar sweetness of the parsnip. 

Or the boiled parsnips may be cut 
in thin slices and buttered, while hot, 
though some people prefer to pour 
melted butter over them. 


Other ways of using boiled parsnips 
are to mash or te them and then

season with salt, pepper, and butter; 
or make a sort. of escallop of them as 
follows: To. dne pint of boiled. and 
mashed parsnips add one tablespoon of. 
butter, a teaspoon of salt, a dash of 
pepper, and two tablespoons of cream 
or milk will do. Mix the ingredients, 
turn into a buttered dish, cover with 
bread or cracker crumbs, dot with but- 
ter, and brown. in the oven. It will 
take about twenty minutes.

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EEL POUT A FRESH WATER COD 
OME Gaye ago, when we were 
chatting with Outdoor W. Smith 
and several other members of the 
fishing fraternity, the question of 
the eq pout or ling came up. One 
fellow was pubsled by the name eel 
pout, which is rather Unusual, But 
the fish is even more unique than its 
name, and once seén you will never for- 
get it. . 

Ling, lake lawyer, burbot, freshwater 
cusk, and eel pout are some of. the 
hames under which this curibus deep 
water fish is known to fishermen. It 
is of peculiar interest to us because 
it stands a8 the single freshwater rep- 
resentative of the cod faniily, as the 
rest. Of the cods travel in the briny 
deep. The eel pout doesn’t like shallow 
water, which is one reason that many 
Illinois Gshermen do not see any great 
number of specimens., In fact, it is} 
unknown by name to most of the pro- 
fessional fishermen, although they will 
tell you about this fah which has “a 
skin like a bullhead and a head like 
a dog fish.” If they had added that 
the body of the ling’ was long and com- 
pressed, that it has two caudual fins, 
one of which starts in the middie of 
its back and runs cléar to the tail, a 
fairly good picture of the eel pout could 
be secured from their description.
